ity of tho landing-stage, and poising herself 
fo ra m om ent, and tak in g a last long look at 
all the beautiful scen e around, cast herself in ­ 
to the water.*, w hich closed around lier with a

Senators Carpenter and Conkling “spoke’’ 
a little dialogue iii the Senate oil Thursday 
and made Hie familiar schoolboys' failure of 
ll. 
The object was to cast ridicule ou the 
press of the country for insisting so pertina­ 
ciously on detailed retrenchment iii congress­ 
ional expenses; and to show that quantities of 
stationery were distributed lo the newspaper 
men In the gallery from an assortment paid 
for from Hie Senate contingent fund. 
The 
carefully-prepared bombshell went oil with a 
dull thud followed by a bad smell.

Ibis nobody was hurt. 
Carpenter’s offer to 
give hi* personal check for whatever sum Ins 
mistaken signature to applications for ibis 
stationers might have cost the nation was 
magnanimous, and in every way worthy of the 
man.

l»ower than any yet made, not excepting tile 
reflector of Lord Kosse. 
This, when complet­ 
ed, will be an addition to the treasures and 
facilities of the scientific world.

needed lo coax Congress to set apart funds 
for the construction of the telescope for the 
National Observatory at Washington w ill hail 
with satisfaction the prospect of so grand an 
instrument living erected on this continent, as 
it is not probable that it could ever come into 
existence in any other way than by private 
gilt or subscription. 
Uncle Daniel aud Hie 
Commodore must look to their laurels as rep­ 
resentatives of disinterested beneficence.

This is certainly infinitely more creditable 
than a posthumous disposal of money which 
cannot be carried away. 
We hope Mr. Lick s 
example may be contagious, in the interest of 
science, education and morality.

Stevens died in the right Unto to 
carry with him but few unpleasant ideas of 
tho fading fores of Hie party whip. 
Men are 
snuffing the morning air of great principles 
und beginning to find that policy,no less than 
honesty, bin Is them to obey. 
And in that 
obedience they find freedom. 
When a large 
aud characteristically high portion of the Re­ 
publican party bolted the regular nomination 
less than two years ago, putting Mr. Greeley’s 
name on a new banner, the cry of “ ingrates 
and soreheads" went out through the laud. 
No loftier motive for the great secos-ion 
could be adduced by the orthodox politicians 
in explanation of tho movement than that of 
a desire for exclusive spoils. In a few months 
all that has been changed. 
The recusants 
have been invited to come back to the fold 
and be sheared as in tho good old times. 
A 
few have gone, but most have not. 
What is 
still more noticeable is the tone of those jour­ 
nals which, until recently, have been above 
suspicion of -dissatisfaction with the party 
management. 
Tho Times, one of the very 
ablest defenders of G rant's administration, 
hitherto, now criticises it unsparingly when it 
thinks proper; laughing in a bluff, hearty way 
at the threat of being “ read out of the party.” 
The wholesome truth is, that no party can 
‘ read” any man or paper out of sympathy 
with true men in all parties; aud herein is 
present safety 
and un ultimate niqjority. 
Crank organs, gentlemen, are played out. 
Even the presence and antics of a performing 
monkey scarcely uvails to draw an admiring 
crowd of idle youngsters, and the dire day is 
coming when the last organ of them all will 
wearily grind out “ Home, sweet home,” and 
lay itself down to sleep.

was a recognition of Piiichback’s election and 
Hie time had not yet come for the President 
to sit in a cushioned chair and telegraph over 
the country— “ I recognize you as Governor. 
I recognize Such a Legislature.” T oe'bogus 
government of louisiana, now standing a 
year with riots ami disturbances, was ull tin* 
result of the non-action of Congress, and a 
new election should have been ordered last 
session, when a vote showed a majority of two 
against ordering a new election. 
Mr. MORTON—That was the trouble. 
Mr. CARI ENTER—Yes, it was the trouble; 
trouble to the state, country and fair name of 
the nation, 
in answer to Morton, Carpenter 
said the President’s proclamation was with­ 
out authority, as there was no domestic vio­ 
lence warranting his interference. 
He denied 
that Hie Legislature which elected Pinchbaek 
had been recognized by the President, as 
claimed by Morton; but on the contrary, 
when they called on him he treated them with 
entire contempt. 
The President's proclama­ 
tion was productive of good, but it did not, as 
stated Ii) Morton, put an estoppel upon any 
action 
by 
the 
Senate. 
Ile 
(Carpenter) 
made 
no 
pretence to be a lawyer nor 
was he much of a politician, and he had 
no doubt Morton would lay for him and re­ 
port him to his constituents as abusing the 
President. 
He claimed Congress had power 
to decide as to [the ieglity of state govern­ 
ments aud not that the President should de­ 
ckle for Congress, as claimed by Morton. The 
President is but a mere agent of Congress. 
lie would to-morrow introduce a bill provid­ 
ing for a new election in Louisiana. 
Ile 
chinned the Senate had a right to examine 
into the legality of elections, but the House 
had no such authority. 
He claimed that 
Morton'* desire to re-commit the bill was an 
argument which overthrowed hi* prima facie I 
case. 
Mr. MORTON said that was unfair. 
Mr. CARPENTER said he had once been 
told it w as Hie senatorial custom to never re­ 
fer to the language of Senators of two years 
I >acfc, but he supposed he could in this e a se l 
refer back a month tojirovc that Morton do-1 
stroyed his prima facie case. 
Mr. MORTON said he only wanted lo show 
it was unfair. 
He did not care about ic 
Mr. CARPENTER—If yon do not care, why 
don't you let me finish it? Carpenter contin­ 
ued that tile decision of the Jitate Supreme 
Court did not bind the Senate.

The canvass in Louisiana was 
false and had been proven so in every coart 
by the very men who made It.

In his bill ordering anew election he 
said lie would show Kellogg wu* not legally 
elected, his state officers never were elected 
and the Legislature which sent Pinebback 
here never was elected.

Mr. MORTON responded and said that 
the Republicans of Louisiana regarded tliej 
demand for a new election as a movement of 
its enemies.

The Kellogg government was sustain­ 
ed be the |>eople of Louisiana and the argu­ 
ment of Carpenter was a tissue of contradic­ 
tions.

in the interest of Warmoth and his lieutenant, 
now here on the floor of the Semite, and of 
McEnery, also on Hie floor of the Senate to­ 
day, lie who caused bloodshed iii New Orleans. 
Carpenter had stated nothing correctly, al­ 
though unintentionally. 
There is blood in 
this movement; the men moving in it are cov­ 
ered all over with blood. 
They are the obi 
assassins of 1866, 68 and 73, the murderers 
who killed more than two thousand colored 
meu in 1868, and he had evidence showing 
that John II. McEnery acted with the mob of

Meantime the reporters made account 
of the thrilling scene on the backs of old en­ 
velopes which hail once contained dunning 
letters from boarding house keepers. 
The 
matter was referred and all became serene. 


Mr. Jam es Lick of San Francisco is likely 
to eclipse all his predecessors and contempo­ 
raries in the matter of gifts to found various 
kind or humanitarian and educational iusti 
tutious. 
lie lias already appropriated nearly 
$3,000,000 for such purposes aud has not 
reached the limit of his ability or good will. 
His munificence is practically conliued to his 
native slate (California) and its chief city*. — 
Among the things which are to come of hi 
large-heartedness is a telescope of greater 
power than any yet made, not excepting the 
reflector of Lord Rosse. 
This, when complet­ 
ed, will be an addition to t lie treasures and 
facilities of the scientific world. 
Those who 
remember the amount of diplomacy which was 
needed to coax Congress to set apart funds 
for the construction of the telescope for the 
National Observatory at Washington will hail 
with satisfaction the prospect of so grand an 
instrument being erected on this continent, as 
it is not probable that it could ever come into 
existence in any other way than by private 
gift or subscription. 
Uncle Daniel and the

Lick is doing all this while ho lives, and hopes 
to see many or all of his projects completed. 
This is certainly infinitely more creditable 
than a posthumous disposal of money which 
cannot be carried away. 
We hope Mr. Lick's 
example may be contagious, in the interest of 
science, education and morality. 


W hat JWakea Them S* ? 
One way to make men dishonest Is to as­ 
sume that they aro dishonest. 
Those who, 
bavé recently ridden in the New York street 
cars have noticed that each conductor i3 pro­ 
vided with a patent punch, attached to which 
is a little gong; every time the conductor 
takes a fare he is required to punch a hole 
with this miniature annunciator in a card which 
lie carries on bis breast. 
Thus by some fur­ 
ther adjustment of means to ends the arrange­ 
ment is made to report to the railroad digni­ 
taries whether there are many more thieves 
on the road beside themselves. 
The punch is 
of coarse used constantly on the trip. 
Every­ 
body on the cars hears its gentle but emphatic 
tintinabulation and knows precisely what it 
mean?. If the conductor is a hardened man— 
as most of them are not—he is troubled but 
little by it. 
On the contrary If he has a rem­ 
nant of personal pride of character left in 
him he is put to shame every minute in the 
da}\ 
The little hell rings and announces to 
all the passengers upon his car, “ This man 
is a thief.” It may be answered that railroad 
corporations are made up of practical men 
who are not apt to do anything without a 
reason, and when they adopt an invention of 
this kind, they do it after experience of their 
men. 
Very well; allowing that the conduc­ 
tors “ knock down” when they can, we ask 
what tact rurnisbes them the motive for so do­ 
ing? The answer is at hand—starvation 
wages. 
In truth, poor pay for hard aud con­ 
tinuous work is the reason for a heavy per­ 
centage of ttie crime which is constantly as­ 
tonishing the professional philanthropists. 
One thing men ought to understand by this 
time if they ever mean to understand it- th a t 
the human stomach and back cannot be ex­ 
pected to preserve the peace nor the morality 
of their owners when one is empty and the 
other naked. 
Let the companies pay their 
employes living wages, then trust them. 
It 
is an incalculably better way than to subject 
them to poverty, suspicion and public insult. 
And what we say of the New York street 
railroads is equally true of that in Kingston. 


W o r tb — IT Ia n -M illin c i. 
Perhaps the principal objective-point of tbe 
Woman Movement, when it shall have ex­ 
panded to international dimensions, should bá 
the dethronement of Worth, the man-milliner 
of Paris. 
This man is an autocrat, in his way, 
of a kingdom wider than any other in the 
world. 
It has happened in history that men 
like Caesar, Charlemagne, or Napoleon I. have 
been able on rare occasions to dictate the 
political policy of a people; but never unless 
thoroughly entrenched behind barricades and 
empowered by armies and navies. 
Here, how­ 
ever, is a man whose authority is undisputed 
upon a subject which engages attention be­ 
yond all others, religion not excepted, and 
which draws into its vortex more money and 
more human interest and passion than the 
rise or fall of empires and democracies.

important of these are, ih the last analysis, 
French; and the centre of fashion in France 
is the studio of Worth. 
It is a remarkable 
fact tlmt the male mind should, in the single 
case of this man, be the best judge in the 
world of the character, fitness and eflect of 
female wearing apparel. 
Men ordinarily do

line mind has no capacity for the beautiful in 
dress; it recognizes the fact of warmth, cool­ 
ness, and sometimes of soundness, but noth­ 
ing further.

mental and physical strength—If left to Itself

We have a surplus of railway bills here al­ 
ready, some of them of an important charac­ 
ter relating to New York, bnt I think tbe no­ 


tion of the workingmen, who propose that 
New York city shall build a rapid transit road, 
isas near the proper thing as you can get it. 
Speaking of the workingmen allow me to say 
that they and tho Grangers—they and the 
farmers—are going to have more to say in 
the future than In the past.

This gentleman made one of the mo3t 
eloquent, one of the most feeling and riveting 
speeches that I ever listened to. 
It reminded 
one of the efforts of Webster and Clay. 
You 
may smile at this—consider the statement as 
one proceeding from an excited imagination, 
but I assure you that such was the general 
judgment passed upon it. 
He severely criti­ 
cised the happy manner which legislators have 
in avoiding pushing proper measures through 
and the light and trivial habit they have in 
disposing of important bills which come up to 
them ever and anon from the people. 
His al­ 
lusions to the dangers which a country must 
expect to follow hard and sharp upon the 
heels of a neglect of the bone and sinew of 
the land were of a character that were well 
calculated to create a sensation upon the floor 
of the House. 
lie predicted that persistent 
neglect of the interests of those he represent­ 
ed would invite “ armed anarchy or armed 
despotism.” I was especially pleased with liis 
magnificent thrusts at the monster of “ mono­ 
poly,” which was overturning the political vir­ 
tue of the entire country, warping the integ­ 
rity of men, destroying the visions of states­ 
men and starving the agricultural, mechani­ 
cal and commou laboring interests of the 
states. 
I am not quite certain that many of 
his allusions did not scuttle some of the dear­ 
est professions of men who compose the Judic­ 
iary Committee. One habit chronic among leg­ 
islators is that which creates them a board of 
waiters, patiently sitting still until some of 
their constituents send them bills, when it 
should be their work to draft proper bills upon 
mere suggestion. 
What the Legislature will 
do to relieve the starving thousands in New 
York city it ¡3 impossible to predict,but a fear­ 
ful responsibility for the present state of 
affairs rests with a cla=s of mercenary poli­ 
ticians. 
I was somewhat surprised to-day to learu 
at 12 o’clock that tiic Senate had again ad­ 
journed until Tuesday. 
So early too in the 
day, when a whole day 11111st be spent hi the 
arguments 011 the Madden-Abbott case. That 
priuted case came before the Senate yester­ 
day, and it must be conceded that the minori­ 
ty report signed by Mr. Bradley is a strop 
one, especially in the fight of Judge Andrews’ 
recent decision in the case of Judson agst. 
Thacher. 
It seems farcical indeed to unseat 
a man upon a certificate which is well nigh 
conceded to be false, and then invite the man 
so ousted to produce the proof of its worth­ 
lessness, enjoining him as it were from im­ 
peaching it in the first instance, and show­ 
ing by proof that he (Abbott) was, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, elected to the office. 
What dis­ 
position of the case will finally be made is 
said to be 110 m atter of doubt—although Sen­ 
ator Woodinjclaims that 110 caucus has bcou 
held upon the question by the majority. 
Of 
course thi3 is all well enough, but it’s well 
known that a caucus can be made just as 
eflectivc if all the Senators are not present at 
one time aud in one room. 
It was rumored 
—not based on anything very sound, I reck­ 
on—that Abbott might be ousted, and theu 
when the Thompson-Youmuns case came up, 
the rule might be reversed; but I reckon 
Thompson will stay, and Madden prolong 
any fight which Abbott may make, to the 
end of the season. 
The railway people want 
Madden here beyond a question. 
What a 
graceful yielding was there when, in Repub­ 
lican caucus, Woodiu yielded to the voice of 
the majority and went to the rear, while Sen­ 
ator 
Robertson stepped to the front as 
President 
of 
the Senate, 
pro tern!— 
And 
then 
the 
eulogy 
pronounced 
by the Albany Evening Journal upon Mr. 
Robertson looks like trotting him out for Gov­ 
ernor. 
It seems almost absolutely certain 
that Hastings, I)ix, Weed, MorgaD, Ilusted 
and Robertson are ahead now for the coming 
fall contest, whatever figuring may be done 
by the Cornell artd Murphy crowd. 
The fierce 
onslaught made 011 the various minor appli­ 
cants for otlice 011 the floor of the House on 
Wednesday was next to disgraceful, since the 
m atter should have been the subject of a cau­ 
cus. 
I was glad that the Speaker wgs not in 
the chair, since it would have been very an­ 
noying to' him. 
Very few of the appointees 
went through—the false notion of economy 
seemed to have got a few by the nose again, 
and while they dream of saving $500 by dis­ 
pensing witli a convenient and possible neces­ 
sary officer, they will allow jobs of a $50,000 
magnitude to be pushed through very readi- 
• ly. 
Beebe took occasion to las'n Gen. Batch- 
eller for his parsimonious course, alluding to 
the fact that Batclicller voted last year very 
readily for a $25,000 monument at Saratoga. 
Among the very few courteous and faithful 
men whom members refused to slaughter was 
Mr. Kelsey, who was Assistant Postmaster of 
the House last year.

Mr, SARGENT of California, from the Com­ 
mittee 011 Naval Affairs, reported the naval 
appropriation bill with amendments.

Mr. BAYARD of Delaware presented peti­ 
tions of bankers, merchants and citizens of 
Baltimore, Maryland, against any iuffation of 
the currency and asking that the portion of 
the forty-four million reserve issued be with­ 
drawn. 
Referred to the Committee 011 Fi­ 
nance. 


Mr. CARPENTER resumed his speech 011 
Louisiana affairs. He said lie did not condemn 
President Grant’s course in these Louisiana 
matters, as he merely carried out tbe orders of 
the federal courts. 
The rosponsibility rested 
on Durell. 
He then read different dispatches 
to the United States officials and from stale 
officials to the authorities in Washington. He 
quoted the Constitution to show that the Pres­ 
ident could interfere with the state only in 
case of insurrection, or when obstruction was 
made to the laws of the United States. 
He 
denied that the Attorney General’s telegram 
was a recognition of Pinchback’s election and 
the time had not yet come for the President 
to sit in a cushioned chair and telegraph over 
the country— “ I recognize you as Governor. 
I recognize Such a Legislature.” The bogus 
government of Louisiana, now standing a 
year with riots and disturbances, was all the 
result of the non-action of Congress, and a 
new election should have been ordered last 
session, when a vote showed a majority of two 
against ordering a new election. 
Mr. MORTON—That was the trouble. 
Mr. CARPENTER—Yes, it was the trouble; 
trouble to the state, country and fair name of 
the nation. 
In answer to Morton, Carpenter 
said the President’s proclamation was with­ 
out author'd}7, as there was no domestic vio­ 
lence warranting his interference. 
He denied 
that the Legislature which elected Pinchback 
had been recognized by the President, as 
claimed by Morton; but ou the contrary, 
when they called on him he treated them with 
entire contempt. 
The President’s proclama­ 
tion was productive of good, but it did not, a3 
stated by Morton, put an estoppel upon any 
action 
by 
the 
Senate. 
He 
(Carpenter) 
made 
no 
pretence to be a lawyer nor 
was he much of a politician, and lie had 
no doubt Morton would lay for him and re­ 
port him to his constituents as abusing the 
President. 
He claimed Congress had power 
to decide as to ¿the leglitv of state govern­ 
ments and not that the President should de­ 
cide for Congress, as claimed by Morton. The 
President is but a mere ageut of Congress, 
lie would to-morrow introduce a bill provid- 
for a new election in Louisiana. 
He 
churned the Senate had a right to examine 
into the legality of elections, but the House 
had 110 sucli authority. 
He claimed that 
Moiton’s desire to re-commit the bill was an 
argument which overthrowed his prim a facie 
case. 
Mr. MORTON said that was unfair. 
Mr. CARPENTER said he had once been 
told it was the senatorial custom to never re­ 
fer to the language of Senators of two years 
back, but he supposed he could in this "case 
refer back a month to.prove that Morton de­ 
stroyed his prim a facie ca3e. 
Mr. MORTON said he only wanted to show 
it was unfair. 
lie did not care about it 
Mr. CARPENTER—If you do not care, why 
don’t you let me finish it? Carpenter contin­ 
ued that the decision of the State Supreme 
Court did not bind the Senate. 
It had.no 
jurisdiction. 
The canvass in Louisiana was 
false and had been proven so in every court 
by the very men who made it. 
The whole 
thing was a fraud. 
[Applause in the galler­ 
ies.] 
In his bill ordering a new election lie 
said lie would show Kellogg was not legally 
elecled, his state officers never were elected 
and the Legislature which sent Pinchback 
here never was elected. 
The returns sent by 
the commissioners were genuine and showed 
a majority for McEnery. 
Mr. EDMUNDS stated that Morion said 
those returns were forgeries. 
Mr. CARPENTER said he never heard 
01 their being forgeries, and in 
response 
to 
Morton’s 
query 
whether 
he 
de­ 
nied 
it he handed 
Morton 
the book 
of 
testimony,- asking 
him 
to find 
it 
in half an hour. 
Carpenter continued to de­ 
tail the action of Packard and others and said 
the government of Louisiana was not in the 
hands of men elected by the people and con 
sequenily was not under a republican form of 
government. 
The^tate had been absolutely 
defrauded of its government from top to bot­ 
tom, and when Congress attem pts to inter­ 
fere, Morton says.it will be a violation of state 
rights. 
He proposed to vindicate the rights 
of a state by his bill. 
Carpenter closed by stating that the Kello 
government illegally set up by Durell, and rio 
government, could be more despotic than one 
set up in this manner. 
He was now done 
with Pinchback and the Louisiana case and 
would introduce his bill 011 Monday. 
Mr. MORTON responded and said that 
the Republicans of Louisiana regarded the 
demand for a neiv election as a movement of 
its enemies. 
Business men and honest labor­ 
ing men opposed a new election, because they 
oppose 
anarchy; 
for 
the 
over­ 
turning of tho present state government 
will 
be 
the 
signal 
for 
shedding 
blood. 
The Kellogg government was sustain­ 
ed be the people of Louisiana and the argu­ 
ment of Carpenter was a tissue of contradic­ 
tions. 
He defended Durell and said Congress 
was asked to set aside the state government 
in the interest of Warmoth and his lieutenant, 
now here on the floor of the Senate, and of 
McEnery, also on the floor of the Senate to­ 
day, he who caused bloodshed in New Orleans 
Carpenter had stated nothing correctly, al­ 
though unintentionally. 
There is blood in 
this movement; the men moving in it are cov­ 
ered all over with blood. 
They are the old 
assassins of 1866, 68 and 73, the murderers 
who killed more than two thousand colored 
men in 1868, and he had evidence showin 
that John B. McEnery acted with the mob of 
March 
18th 
last 
year. 
He 
said 
the 
returns 
of 
the 
elections 
were 
proven to be forgeries. 
He said in reference 
io the riots that there were men now 011 the 
floor of the Senate who participated in mur­ 
dering a hundred colored men who were 
placed in line, and like even the Virginius 
victims, were not given time to say their 
prayers. 
Of all these murderers not one had 
ever been brought to account and his friend 
(Carpenter) now found himself with that 
crowd. 
He claimed Kellogg actually repre­ 
sented a majority of the people of Louisana. 
This question involves a great constitutional 
priuciple, for if Congress can interfere in one 
state government while at peace then every 
stale would bo at the mercy of the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
Congress must recognize the fact 
that state governments have rights. 
Morton will conclude his speech Monday. 
Adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Tho House then proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of private bills. 
A private bill involving 
a new and important principle gave rise to 
considerable discussion. 
It was the case of a 
trading vessel, the Norman, which was pressed 
into service during tbe last war and which 
was captured by the enemy, the master and 
crew being thrown into a military prison, 
where the master died. 
The bill gives to his 
widow, Penelope Heald, of Massachusetts, the 
pension attaching to the rank of master 1n 
the navy.

I four sections of w hich Hie balloon is construct­ 
ed were mads in Poughkeepsie, but will -be 
brought to Rhinebeck early next month for 
completion. 
Tile Professor furnishes us w ith 
tile following particulars concerning this mam­ 
moth air ship: Length of ba Hood, seventy feet; 
circumference, 140; the length of the balloon 
from the centre of tile dome to concentrating 
hoop, 88 feet; to Hie lower ring in which His 
aeronaut rides is 12 feet more, making the 
total length of the balloon IOO feet. 
The ma­ 
terial used in the construction is the twist un­ 
bleached Sea Island cotton muslin—1160 yards 
of which were required. 
It is not, as many 
suppose, a ga? balloon, but is to be inflated 
by means of hot air, and when filled will con­ 
tain 76,000 cubic feel of ascending pow cr, cap­ 
able of carrying the aeronaut upward at the 
rate of a mile a minute. 
The weight of the 
baboon Is 650 pounds and will lie the largest 
of the kind iii tile world, and costs $300.

The Concert Last Evening. 
The Convention of the Musical Association 
closedjlast night with a concert’in Music Hall 
which drew a large but not crowded house. 
A fair proportion of the audience were people 
from oui of town,and we are compelled to ad­ 
mit that for the last two years the annual con­ 
certs of the association have not drawn as 
large or enthusiastic audieuces as in former 
years.

Miss Alexander gave 
us some of her pleasant songs and won the 
applause that indicated that she still retained 
berold popularity here. “Kiltie’s Letter,” sung 
on an encore, took the best. Miss Hattie 
Sliaffer seemed to be the favorite of the - eve­ 
ning. Her “ Song of the Swallows” brought 
an enthusiastic encore and she gave a spark­ 
ling little ballad, “ The Little Widow” in 
charming style. *• Robin Adair” brought a 
second encore, to which she responded with 
another verse of that delightful ballad. This 
lady has a clear, sweet voice, aud that rarest 
of all qualities in our public singers, the 
art of distinct ennunciation, every word 
being plainly beard. Miss Corwin won lau­ 
rels as a brilliant pianist,and possesses a most 
pleasing alto voice. 
These two last-named 
ladies bad never appeared before a Kingston 
audience and certainly made a highly favora­ 
ble impression. Messrs. John Ahreet and 
George Ilalloway with Misses Alexandor and 
Corwin sang a beautiful quartette—“Sleep 
and Rest,” and Ahreet appeared in a duet with 
Miss Alexander and also sang a solo. 
Prof. 
Perkins gave a fine song—“Farewell,” and all 
were sorry to say so wlien he finished it. 
Among the home voices we recognized Mrs. 
Lefever’s and Miss Jennie Canfield’s in the 
soprano and Miss Mollie Rider’s in the alto. 
Though singing only in the choruses their 
voices materially aided in the rendition. Miss 
Canfield has a peculiarly sweet voice and will 
make her mark among our home vocalists. 
Henry Crane sang those comic songs of hisjand 
brought the house down with roars of applause 
and laughter. That Dutch “Happy New Year” 
was sfl funny he had to sing another song to 
satisfy the humor of the house, and gave 
“The Little German Band,” which is comical 
enough to keep a man laughing a week even 
in these light times. 


Dutchess Count j- Air Ship. 
Prof. Chas. Fisher, of Rhinebeck, is now 
busily engaged in constructing a mam­ 
moth balloon. 
The Gazette says: The 
four sections of which the balloon is construct­ 
ed were made in Poughkeepsie, but will -bo 
brought to Rhinebeck early next month for 
completion. The Professor furnishes us with 
the following particulars concerning this mam­ 
moth airship: Length of balloon, seventy feet; 
circumference, 140; the length of the balloon 
from the centre of the dome to concentrating 
hoop, 88 feet; to the lower ring in which the 
aeronaut rides is 12 feet more, making the 
total length of the balloon 100 feet. The ma­ 
terial used in the construction is the "best un­ 
bleached Sea Island cotton muslin—1160 yards 
of which were required. It is not, as many 
suppose, a gas balloon, but is to be inflated 
by means of hot air, and when filled will con­ 
tain 76,000 cubic feet of ascending power, cap­ 
able of carrying the aeronaut upward at the 
rate of a mile a minute. The weight of the 
balloon is 650 pounds and will be the largest 
of the kind in the world, and costs $500. The 
coming season will be Prof. Flsher’3 fifth as 
an aerial jjymnast, and having made over 300 
ascensions, should he meet with h¡3 usual suc­ 
cess, lie proposes a tour through Europe and 
South America. Next fall he contemplates a 
tour through the Southern States, having en­ 
gagements to make several ascensions in 
Florida, concluding with a grand ascension at 
Enterprise, Florida, on January 14, 1875. As 
Prof. Fisher, this season, abandons the use of 
the trapeze and ascends clinging to a ring 
only fifteen inches in diameter, it will be the 
greatest sensation of the age, and we trust he 
will meet with the success lie deserves. 


I.line Testers. 
For about one hour each afteruoon John 
street uptown might be called the bedlam of 
the city, for when No. 11 school is adjourned 
the children do nothing but exercise their 
lungs coming from that place until they reach 
Wall street. There seems to bo some infec­ 
tion in the air on this street to make the chil­ 
dren scream, for we have seen a bevy of small 
girls stand still in the middle of the walk and 
shriek for several minutes without any appa­ 
rent cause whatever. Now some folks might 
say this was good for the health of these small 
boys and girls, and we always thought it was 
well to give full sway to an exuberance of 
spirits, but we have noticed of these children 
that it is invariably the fat, healtby-looking 
one3 that are the most quiet, while the lean 
ones are those that make day hideous with 
their uproar. Here’s a question for physiolo­ 
gists. 
Rev. J. J. Dean’s I.ecturc. 
Considering the extreme coldness of the 
night a good house was present to hear Mr. 
Dean discuss “ The Religious Amendment” at 
the Children's Church last night. The lecturer 
made no attempt at ornamenting his remarks 
with flowers of rhetoric, but gave a straight­ 
forward, logical and conclusive argument 
against the foolishness of those men v#»o want 
to fo¡3t a recognition of God and Christianity 
upon the organic law of the United States.

The People V3. Ellen Barry. The complainant 
is Anna O’Brien, and the parties live in North 
Haven, where as alleged the prisoner commit­ 
ted an assault and battery ou complainant. A 
trial was had before the Recorder on Thurs­ 
day, which resulted in the prisoner being found 
uilty and fined six dollars. It seems that 
while Mrs. O’Brien was at the house of one 
Mrs. Garry, Mrs. Barry claimed she had ac­ 
cused her of cutting a clothes line. Mrs. O’­ 
Brien then came up to Mrs. Barry, mid assum­ 
ing a tragic attitude, in a loucl voice said: 
You did cut it—strike me—strike me.” Of 
course Mrs. O’Brien merely used these words 
figuratively, but Mrs. Barry being a matter of 
fact woman, took them in a literal sense, and 
proceeded to execute Mrs.' O’Brieu’s wishes 
immediately. She took bold of complainant, 
and set her down with such force the chair 
actually groaned at the outrage. Then Mrs. 
Barry raised both tier bauds, and bringing 
them down very much asa cat would itsclaws, 
raked the face of Mrs. O’Brien until her cheeks 
looked as though a sub-3oil plough had been 
ruu over them, and her nose had the appear­ 
ance of having been rubbed down with a nut­ 
meg grater. Luckily for the iuture prospects 
of Mrs. O’Brien, the lady of the house rushed 
to the rescue, picked up Mrs. Barry and car­ 
ried hpr to another part of the room. The 
prisoner claims Mrs. O'Brien scratched her 
own face, in order to make a favorable im­ 
pression on the Recorder. L was not shown 
cm the trial how long the nails on Mrs. Barry’s 
fingers weie, which might have had a materi­ 
al beariug in the case. 
William Carr, of the lower part of the city, 
had his-son Matthew Carr, aged about sixteen 
years, arrested for being a good for nothing 
youth, and for having robbed the alms box in 
the Catholic church. This Matthew Carr is 
one of those roughs who have been the nuisance 
of the lower part of the city for a long time.

Penitentiary.
